cil to also establish rates, so that, 
in the event any

The solicitor so explained to 
the council Tuesday evening 
The amendment was given its first 
reading at the last meeting of coun 
oil and came up for Hie second read­ 
ing Tuesday evening. 
The discussion 
was launched by Councilman Groner 
declaring that if there was any ques­ 
tion as to whether 
or not council 
actually had the right to fix rates he 
preferred that they leave» the subject 
severely alone. 
Councilman Cavan 
augh stated that when the amend 
ment vvas submitted to the water com­ 
mittee and reported favorably 
upon 
the report was accepted unanimously 
by council and he could not see why' 
the council 
should 
not 
proceed 
to 
pass it as had been adv ised by the 
city solicitor.

works problem, which, he declared, 
had been solved about as satisfactor
